This month’s column is devoted to two items 
which presently dominate regulatory news — 
amateur license restructuring, and the Universal 
Licensing system.

Fred says “It used to be that 
most of the comments to the FCC, most of the 
politics in Amateur Radio were done by long term 
Amateurs. That is not the case in the current Notice 
of Proposed Rulemaking. The Technician and the 
Tech Plus are submitting comments.” 


Fred’s comments as reported in the ARN are 
that Hams have passed only a five word per minute 
code test do want access to the high frequency 
bands, but they are unwilling to undergo more 
_ testing to get there. This is an analysis of the first

- docket now in the commentary stage to the FCC. 


Fred has read almost all of them and has a 
breakdown of the way hams are responding: Fred 
says that if you took all of the comments that are 
on the FCC’s electronic comment filing system and 
categorized them, a top of 5 wpm would be what 
is the most popular. There are more comments 
being filed by beginning amateurs; by the 
Technician, by the Tech Plus, then ever before. And 
their view is that “5 wpm is plenty.” 


Maia says that while 500 comments out of a 
total ham radio population of 750,000 is a relatively 
small number it does show an unexpected trend of 
Technician class political activism. And, keep in 
mind that there are really two license classes in 
this group == the codefree Technician class 
operators and the Tech Plus who have passed a five 
word per minute test. Up until now, neither class 
has been particularly politically active except 
where FM, repeater or band planning issues are 
involved. But their filings to the FCC on the 
restructuring issue are surprising everyone. They 
show that Technician and Technician Plus 
Amateurs have some very’ strong opinions on the 
restructuring proposal.. What they seem to be 
saying through their comments is that they want 
radiotelephone access to the high frequency bands. 
They are also saying that those who have not 
already done so are willing to pass a 5 word per 
minute code test to gain that access. But they also 
seem to imply that’s as far as they, as a group, are 
willing to go. 


In the WSYI Report dated December 1 Maia 
first summarizes the main points of the proposals 
by the FCC, the ARRL and the Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinators. The FCC proposes four license 
classes, but does not propose specific code 
requirements for specific license classes. Instead, 
the Commission asks “should we continue to have 
three different levels, or should these be reduced 
to one or two — and if so, what should be the 
required speeds? Were we to reduce the required 
Morse code elements, should we add elements to

The ARRL also proposes four license classes, 
with General requiring 5 wpm, and Advanced/ 
Extra requiring 12 wpm. The WSYI Report also 
notes that the League, at their October 24 meeting 
further agreed that Technician Class operators 
should be permitted to operate CW in the General 


Class bands without prior testing. This was more | 


or less a bombshell because no other country 
permits high frequency CW operation without prior 
examination (Ed: as required in the ITU Radio 
Regulations) 


The VEC proposed three license classes - 
Technician, General and Extra class (the Advanced 
class would be combined with the Extra class) with 
a single code speed requirement of 5 wpm. This 
top speed would mean that VECs no longer would 
face the problems associated with issuing waivers 
_of the higher code speeds to the handicapped. 


Comments started pouring into the FCC almost 
immediately. At this writing close to 1,000 
comments have been filed and have been posted 
in the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing 
System (ECFS). (The WSYI Report notes that it 
has been somewhat difficult in searching the ECFS, 
since the FCC seems to be reprogramming, 
adjusting and refining it in real time. Some 
comments disappear and reappear later, and there 


are several duplicate comments posted. For some . 


unknown reason some of the longer comments 
can’t be accessed at all even though they are shown 
in the index. The FCC is apparently also adding 
in comments that were e-mailed, and scanning in 
those that were mailed in. Presumably the 
objective is to have all comments available to the 
public).

Morse Code in the Amateur Service 


Fred Maia has been keeping track of the 
comments on the Morse code issue, and 
summarizes the results as he sees them, viz: 


1. Most Extra Class amateurs oppose any 
change in the code requirements, probably because 
they have already passed 20 wpm. 


2. Most General and Advanced Class Amateurs 
favor the ARRL plan which proposes a maximum 
12 wpm code speed. (They have already passed 
13 wpm and won’t have to take any more code 
exams) 


3. Tech Plus and Technician licensed amateurs 
overwhelmingly favor the VEC proposal which 
provides for a maximum 5 wpm code speed. If 
code testing is to be required by international law, 
then the slowest speed is the fastest wanted. 


4. In total, however, most amateurs favor the 
VEC proposal. This is undoubtedly because more

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comments (more than 60%) are being filed by the 
newer (no/slow code) operators than the longer 
licensed fast code (that is, the 13 and 20 wpm- 
proficient). 


5. Very few Novice operators are filing an 
opinion. 


The December Ist article also contains a cross- 
section of comments filed in October — which are 
too voluminous to be repeated here. 


Universal Licensing System 


In last month’s Autocall there was a brief item 
on the new Universal Licensing System. This 
followup details those portions of the ULS Rules 
that apply specifically to the Amateur Service. 


In Report WT-98-34 (September 17, 1998) the 
FCC’s Wireless Telecommunicaions Bureau 
unofficially announced adoption of rules that 
consolidate, revise and streamline its license 
application procedures for radio services licensed 
by the Wireless Telecommunications Bureau. 
(Release of the full text of the Report and Order, 
FCC 98-234 constitutes official action). 


Specifically, the Commission took the 
following actions in the R&O: (the list which 
follows is not complete; it contains only those 
actions applicable to the Amateur Service) 


* Adopted four consolidated ULS application 
forms for wireless services, replacing over 40 
existing forms; Form 605.is the Quick-Form 
Application for Authorization in the Ship, Aircraft, 
Amateur, Restricted and Commercial Operator, 
and General Mobile Radio Services. The 
Commission will allow continued use of existing 
forms for a transition period of six months after 
the effective date of these rules. 


* Consolidated wireless licensing rules 


currently contained in service-specific rule parts ° 


into a single set of rules in Part 1, eliminating 
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duplicative and unnecessary rules. 


* Mandated electronic filing in ULS for - 


applicants in some services .... However, public 
safety, private land mobile services on shared 
spectrum, Amateur Radio, GMRS, Ship and 
Aircraft, and Commercial Radio Operators will 
have the option of filing electronically or manually. 


* Mandated electronic filing in ULS for 
frequency coordinators regardless of the service, 


and by volunteer examiner-coordinators (VECs) — 


in the Amateur Service. 


* Specified that these mandatory electronic. 


filing requirements will take effect on July 1, 1999, _ 


or six months after the use of ULS in the particular 
service, whichever is later. 


* Announced that after six months from the 
effective date of the rules adopted in this Report 


and Order, a transition period, applicants may not 


file letter requests for purposes that are specifically 
provided for on ULS forms. This includes requests 
for extension of time, special temporary authority, 
License cancellation, and administrative changes 
such as changes of address. 

* Eliminated reinstatement procedures in 
wireless services that previously had them. ULS 
will be used to notify wireless licensees ninety days 
in advance of license expiration, but all licensees 
must file a timely renewal application on or prior 


to the expiration date of the license, regardless of 


whether they receive such notification. 


* Adopted requirements for the submission of © 


Taxpayer Identification Numbers (TINs) in ULS 
consistent with the requirements of the Debt 
Collection improvement Act of 1996. The 
Commission stated that all TIN information will 
be kept confidential. 


* Adopted proposals made in WT Docket 96- 
188 to authorize reciprocal operation by foreign 


amateur radio licensees by rule, pursuant to recent _ 


international reciprocal operating agreements.

STORM OR SHOWER, LEONIDS PROVIDE 
THRILL OF A LIFETIME 


Hours of lost sleep were a small sacrifice to 
the many VHF and UHF enthusiasts who got the 
thrill of a lifetime working meteor scatter during 
the Leonid shower November 16-18. “For nearly 
all radio operators, it was spectacular,” enthused 
Shelby Ennis, W8WN, of Elizabethtown, 
Kentucky. “This was the year of the fireballs.” 


While high-speed CW has been the preferred 
mode for meteor scatter contacts, Ennis said that 
as a result of the numerous long-burning fireballs 
this time, SSB turned out to be “much more 
effective than HSCW.” Ennis said HSCW worked 
best for times prior to the shower’s peak, but SSB 
was “far more effective” once long bursts begin to 
appear. 


An ATV-carrying balloon launched by NASA 
scientists at the Marshall Space Flight center in 
Huntsville offered live, real-time viewing of the 
Leonids shower via the internet (see http:// 
www.leonidslive.com/). At last report, the balloon 
was being retrieved from North-Central Georgia. 


The Russian Mir space station and all 
communication satellites came through the Leonid 
show unscathed. The two cosmonauts aboard Mir 
took temporary refuge in the Soyuz escape 
spacecraft during the peak of the meteor shower. 
During an earlier spacewalk, they had installed a 
meterorite trap to possibly catch some of the debris. 


NEXT SAREX MISSION, STS-93, DELAYED 


The only Space Amateur Radio EXperiment, 
or SAREX, shuttle mission scheduled for 1999 has 
been postponed at least until March. Mission STS- 
93 aboard the space shuttle Columbia had been

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tentatively scheduled for a January launch. The 
postponement was blamed on delays in shipping 
the primary payload. A new launch date from 
Kennedy Space Center is not yet known, but NASA 
has said it will not be before March 18. The mission 
will last four days. 


SATERN ENDS EMERGENCY OPERATION 


After 19 days in emergency mode, SATERN— 
the Salvation Army Team Emergency Radio 
Network—discontinued its daylong operation on 
14.265 MHz on November 16. The net had 
operated the all-day sessions since late October to 
support the Hurricane Mitch flood relief effort in 
Central America. 


SATERN continues to accept health and 
welfare inquiries via its Web site, http:// 
www.angelfire.com/il/satern4 1 1/satframe.html. 
The Salvation Army is calling Mitch “the worst 
Atlantic hurricane in two centuries.” The death 
toll has risen above 10,000 people. Damage to the 
region has been estimated at $4 billion. 


AWA TO CELEBRATE FIRST TRANSATLANTIC 
QSO ON THE AIR 


Just two years ago we celebrated the 75th 
anniversary of the first one-way transmission 
across the Atlantic ocean with the 1BCG operating 
event. Now, it’s time to celebrate the 75th 
anniversary of the first amateur transatlantic two- 
way communication. It was not until the fourth 
and final transatlantic tests in November 1923 that 
ARRL Traffic Manager Fred Schnell, 1MO, and— 
a little later—John Reinartz, 1XAM, (both then 
living in Connecticut and later W4CF and K6BJ, 
_tespectively) would work Leon Deloy, 8AB, in 
France. 


Now, exactly 75 years later to the day, the 
Antique Wireless Association plans to work other 
amateurs using early-style apparatus to 
commemorate this momentous occasion, The 
transmitter will be a replica of the original 1MO 
transmitter (four 203A tubes in a shunt-fed Harley 
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circuit), The receiver will be an authentic period- 
design Reinartz receiver of the type used at 1XAM. © 
On Friday, November 27, 1998—the day after 
Thanksgiving (sorry about the late notice) — 
W2AN will operate from the AWA annex on or 
about 3525 kHz (the original transatlantic QSO 
took place around 3 MHz), starting at 2300 UTC 
Operators will work as many stations as possible. 
The commemorative operation will resume 
November 28, if there’s enough demand for 
contacts. A special QSL card will be available.

NEW POSTAGE RATES FOR 1999 


On January 10, 1999, the new postage rates go 
into effect. Below is a list of the most popular used 
rates and mail services. 


1/2 ounce international letter - no change, 
remains at 60 cents. 1 ounce domestic mail - 
increases to 33 cents. Additional ounce domestic 
mail - DECREASES to 22 cents (was 23 cents). 


1/2 ounce letter to Canada - increases from 40 
cents to 45 cents. 1 ounce letter to Canada - 
increases from 52 cents to 55 cents. Postcard to 
Canada - increases to 40 cents. 


Postcard to Mexico - increases to 40 cents. 
International postcard - increases to 55 cents. 1 
ounce international letter - no change, remains at 
$1.00. 


DXers should keep the following facts in mind. 
When sending SASEs to US QSL managers, be 
sure to put 33 cents of postage on the envelope 
that will be or returned to you. QSL requests now 
being sent to US QSL managers will more than 
likely be answered after January 10, 1999. 


Also if you have envelopes on file at the ARRL 
QSL Bureau, be sure to send some one cent stamps 
to cover the increase. With thousands of envelopes, 
the QSL bureaus cannot absorb the cost. However, 
if you have submitted envelopes with postage for 
more than one ounce, you are covered. The one 
cent postage increase on the first ounce will be 
offset by the one cent decrease for the additional 
ounces. 
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With postage rates always increasing, the 
importance of QSL Bureaus becomes greater. For 
new DXers starting out from scratch, QSLing direct 
is very expensive. It pays to know how the QSL 
bureau works and take advantage of it. Knowing 
who has QSL managers is very helpful and this 
info can be obtained from DX bulletins or on some 
packet clusters. 


The main purpose for collecting QSL cards is 
to obtain written proof that you have fulfilled 
certain goals in order to qualify for various Amateur 
Radio achievement awards such as DXCC, WAS, 
WAC and others. 


There is work being done to come up with a 
better and less costly system that does not use the 
international mail system and will maintain some 
level of security from tampering. There was an 
article in a recent issue of CQ Magazine about this 
system.

RETUNING THE 88 REPEATER DUPLEXER: 


Thanks to Roy, N3NGA, the duplexer at the 
88 repeater site was removed, retuned and 
reinstalled in one day. The re-tuning was an effort 
to eliminate or minimize interference from paging 
systems that plagued the repeater for several 
months. Although the interference has virtually 
stopped, it is not absolutely certain that the tuning 
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process itself corrected the interference. Until the 
receiver squelch circuit is opened in increments to 
increase sensitivity, and given more time and 
varying weather conditions, will we be able to tell.

Allen, WG3E, has written and made available as 
shareware, via the internet, a VHF contest logging 
program that will run on any PC from a 8086 up to 
the most current Pentium. You can down load the 
program from his web page: http://www.op.net/ 
~ahuber/vhf/ and look for and download 0698.EXE 
file. 


From January 23, 2PM until January 24, 11PM, 
1999, the VHF bands will be active due to ARRL’s 
VHF sweepstakes contest.

Program—DXCC 


Member Ray Johnson (K5RJ) gave a 
presentation about earning any of the twelve 
DXCC awards from the ARRL. He opened by 
passing around copies of some publications: 


The ARRL DXCC Yearbook: A list of those 
who have made DXCC through September of the 
previous year. 


The ARRL DXCC List: A list of “entities” 
currently recognized as individual countries. For 
example, Alaska and Hawaii are counted as 
separate countries—different from the United 
States—for the purposes of DXCC. It also lists 
the rules for earning these awards. 


DXCC awards are granted in 12 categories: 5 
are mode related and 7 are band related: Modes: 
mixed, phone, CW, RTTY, satellite. Bands: 80, 
40, 20, 17, 15, 12, and 10 meters 


Ray has earned the Five-Band DXCC by virtue 
of having earned DXCC for the 80, 40, 20, 15, and 
10 meter bands. That is, he has worked at least 


100 “countries” on each of those bands. 


Ray also is on the DXCC Honor Roll. To 
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qualify for this, you must have a total confirmed 
country (entity) count that places you among the 
numerical top ten of the total on the current DKCC 
list. Currently there are 331 countries, so you must 
have at least 322 confirmed. You always have to 
be within nine of having worked them all to qualify 
for the DXCC Honor Roll. 


Ray discussed some good aids for finding out 
when DxX stations are active, obtaining their QSL 
cards, and other DXCC related topics. Some of 
these are: 


The Potomac Valley DX Spotting network, a 
six-node packet network which provide a number 
of helpful services such as: call sign lookups for 
domestic stations; QSL managers; detailed reports 
on currently active DX stations; bulletins and 
services from other clusters around the world. 


Bill Plum’s “nesting” envelopes: The smaller 
envelope of the two is used as an SASE (the DX 
Station uses it to mail his QSL card to you). The 
larger envelope is used to mail your card, the 
smaller envelope, and any other items—possibly 
a “green stamp.” 


Ray said that Plum also sells foreign postal 
stamps that can be used as valid postage on your 
SASE (obviously, US stamps cannot be used to 
mail letters from foreign countries). Plum’s address 
is 12 Glenn Road, Flemington, NJ 08822. Phone 
908-788-1020. 


International Reply Coupons (IRCs): Because 
US postage stamps are not valid for envelopes 
mailed from outside the U.S., you can either 
provide the foreign stamps yourself or send along 
an IRC which is “exchangeable in any country of 
the International Postal Union for one or more 
postage stamps representing the minimum postage 
for a priority item or an unregistered letter sent by 
air to a foreign country.” IRCs can be purchased 
from any USPS facility for $1.05. 


Ray says that green stamps (US dollar bills) 
are helpful to encourage the typical DX station 
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operator to respond with his QSL promptly. Even 
with that, it can take a Jong time to get the card 
back. 


ARRL’s Outgoing QSL Service: If you are an 
ARRL member, then you can have the ARRL send 
your QSL cards to foreign QSL bureaus for $4 a 
pound (this increases to $6 a pound in 1999). 


Vienna Wireless Society: Because most casual 
DXers don’t generate a pound of cards very often, 
VWS provides a volunteer service that bundles up 
member cards and forwards them to the ARRL’s 
outgoing service in pound lots. Membership in 
the VWS is only $10 a year, so this is another good 
deal. 


QSL Managers in the continental US: This is 
the means often used by DXpeditions and active 
foreign operators to exchange QSLs with US 
operators. The manager acts as the go-between, 
even tending to such tasks as printing and filling 
out the foreign operator’s cards for him from a copy 
of his logs. 


DX newsletters, especially the GOLIST, QSL 
manager directory: these list QSL managers and 
who they represent. Ray said that QSL managers 
also respond positively to green stamps, which help 
defray their out-of-pocket expenses spent on behalf 
of the foreign operators. 


Ray introduced guest Mel Woods (K7CMZ), 
and member Ben Baddley (W4FQT), as two avid 
DX hounds with whom Ray remains in friendly 
competition. Ben is on the DXCC Honor Roll and 
holds the 5 Band DXCC; Mel has the 5 Band 
DACEE
